But it is a fast*growing industry 
and now is the time to take ap* 
propriate protective measures^ 


"The 
federal 
government 


should alert the public to the po* 
tential hazards and set guide- 
lines to eliminate them before 
they develop," Stewart said in 
an address prepared for a na- 
tional conference on radiation 
control. 


Lasers transform the energy 


of electrically excited atoms 
Into intense pulses of light capa- 
ble of traveling long distances. 
Such beams have traveled to 
the moon and back and have 
been used to cut through metal 
and diamonds and to perform 
delicate surgery.

Hatchery in Northwest Arkan- 
sas. 


According to Raymond Martin 


and 
Larry Rider, biologists 


heading the walleye production 
project, "fertilization appears to 
be the largest problem due to 
the lack of male fish when the 
females were at their peak" 
for production purposes. Bio- 
logists ultimately secured sperm 
from walleye taken In Oklahoma 
and fertilized the eggs with some 
degree of success. 


Biologists believe that the pre- 


sent dominate class of walleye 
is extremely short on the count 
of males and that the problem 
can be passed on down the line 
to the point that the egg-taking 
operation may have to be modi- 
fied.

Tarr said he wants to give local 
boards guidelines to make their

Tarr's remarks— as veiled by 


academic caution as Mershey's 
were by folksy jokes— revealed 
a belief that afte three decades 
of

from 
Hershey, 


many local draft boards still are 
not sure how to do their job. 


He said Keith McWilliams, a 


Des Moines, Iowa, lawyer, will 
become his chief legal officer 
within the next month, wading 
into the legacy of orders and 
memoranda to local boards and 
state directors. 


Questioned on other aspects of 


draft policy, Tarr:

In a message to Congress last 


Thursday, 
President 
Nixon 


sought pay raises and benefits 
to encourage an all*volunteer 
army, But he warned it could 
not be achieved quickly and 
said the draft should be made

As a start, Nixon barred all 


future occupational, agricultur- 
al and parent deferments, and 
sought congressional authoriza- 
tion to phase out student exemp- 
tions. 


Said Tarr, in the interview,

He said McWilliams "under- 


stands that one of his first jobs

''We think we can improve the 


information in the hands of peo« 
pie at local boards and at state 
headquarters. 


"We think that if we do this, it 


will lead to more uniform deci* 
sions throughout the nation," 


At the same time, Tarr said 


he is trying to improve the local 
boards themselves. 


"The President has made it 


reasonably clear to us that he

"I am seeking to do this by

"Frankly, if I had any money 


I'd be buying stocks right now," 
Nixon told a visiting business 
group Tuesday in an informal 
35-minute chat on the troubled 
economy. 


The President, said a spokes- 


man for the group, said he will 
make a major report to the na- 
tion dealing with the economy 
and other matters in about two 
weeks. 


As Nixon exuded confidence 


in the economy, Dr. Paul W. 
McCracken, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
said in Dallas the economic 
slowdown that began last year 
should mean price increases 
will begin to level off later this 
year. 


In contrast to the administra- 


tion's optimism, the gloom on 
Wall Street continued. The stock 
market dove again Tuesday and 
reached the lowest point in six 
years for the second day in a 
row. 


The Dow Jones industrial av- 


erage dropped 10.82 points to 
724.33, the lowest since the day 
President Kennedy was assassi- 
nated in November 1963. The in- 
dustrial average 
had fallen 


Monday by 12.14 points. 


The market slump has been 


blamed in part on the business 
community's growing concern 
about the Nixon administra-

Deschapelles coups and the 
like, but if you ever play 
bridge at all you will under- 
stand what a finesse is. 


You don't need to take 


finesses but they bring in a 
lot of tricks as the years 
slide by. However, there is 
one kind of finesse lo avoid. 
We call this play the practice 
finesse because it is a finesse 
that may cost you a trick and 
can't do you the least bit of 
good. 


Steve Brody was the first 


man to jump off the Brook- 
lyn Bridge and live. He took 
a chance. Don't be a Steve 
Brody at the bridge table. 


If South is in a finessing 


mood he can play dummy's 
10 of spades at trick one. The 
finesse will work but its suc- 
cess won't help South.

Enter Room 211 at Southslde 
High School and you enter the 
domain of C. Ray Baker, Ar» 
kansas and world history teach* 
er and president-elect of the Ar- 
kansas Education Association. 


You also are in the land of 


the "Grand Lollipop Award," 
where students fashion boats 
and dolls, where one may com* 
pile a "chivalry sheet," or pro- 
duce a coloring book. 


A student's progress is dis- 


played at the front of the room 
on a chart adorned with red 
birds* (for flying high), big 
starSi (good), little stars (not 
bad) and shunks (which means: 
your work stinks). 


Baker studied at the Ameri- 


can University at Beirut, Leba* 
non and elsewhere, including 
the University of Cairo and the 
University of Jerusalem, 
the 


chief warring parties in 
the 


Middle East unrest. 


When the course deals with 


the Middle East, Baker dons an 
Arabian costume he acquired in 
1964. 


Some of the projects might be 


considered more appropriate to 
an elementary school class, but 
Baker says "I'll use any method 
that will get a point across." 


The lecture method in teach- 


ing is out, he said. 


"There was a time when you 


could tell the students what you 
wanted them to learn, but now 
you've got to make the teach- 
ing 
interesting," 
he 
said. 


"You've got to spark a desire 
to learn." 


A few years ago he converted 


his classroom floor into a body 
of water and filled it with boats 
for a re-enactment of the Bat-

"Some of the deeds hurned 


out to be ridiculous and there 
was some grumbling by the stu- 
dents, but while they were grum- 
bling they also were pearnlng 
something 
about 
chivalry," 


Baker said. 


The Grand Lollipop Award 


capitalizes on competitive spir- 
it. The award goes each month 
to the class which contributes 
the most to classroom discus- 
sions and activities, Baker said. 


A native of Fort Smith, Bak- 


er is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas.

Protecting You From 
Yourself 


Strange as ii may seem, the 


motorcycle helmet has become 
the center of n raging constitu- 
tional debate. It c;ime ahoul in 
the following manner: 


A number of states, worried 


about the soaring rate of motor- 
cycle accidents, have passed laws 
requiring every rider to wear a 
helmet. However, these laws are 
being challenged on the ground 
that the government cannot force 
a person—just because it is good 
for him—to do something he 
doesn't want to do. 


Of course, the government docs 


have a right, under the "police 
power," to step in when there is 
danger lo others as well. Thus, 


compulsory vaccination was held 
constitutional long ago because 
the disease may endanger not 
only the person himself but also 
others in the community. 


But in the case of motorcycle 


helmets, the primary purpose is 
not to protect somebody else but 
to protect the motorcyclist from 
his own negligence. That is, the 
government is trying to protect 
him from himself. 


So far, a few courts have held 


the helmet requirement to be un- 
constitutional, on the theory that 
the individual should be "master 
of his fate and captain of his 
soul." As one opponent put it, 
if the government can go this far, 
it could just as logically require 
everybody to be in bed by 10 p.m. 


On the other hand, a majority 


of courts have held these laws 
valid. They argue that there is 
at least some benefit to others, 
because a helmetless rider, if 
struck by bugs or flying pebbles, 
may lose control of his motor- 
cycle and cause a collision. 


Besides, they add, some safe- 


guarding of the individual is justi- 
fied, because if he is injured, he 
for his family) may become a 
public burden. 


"It is to the interest of the 


state," said one court, "to have 
strong, robust, healthy citizens." 


Of course, not all motorcyclists 


are concerned about the fine 
points of constitutional law. How- 
ever, they all might take note of 
a harsh statistical fact: the vast 
majority of motorcycle 
deaths 


are the result of injuries to the 
head.
